AMBITIOUS plans for a £60 mil¬ 
lion learning campus in the middle 
of Ashford have been delayed by 
uncertainty over the future merger 
of South Kent College. 


The project, which would be built near 
Victoria Road, has been heralded as one step 
in developing the economy of the town. 

The transformational’ building will offer a 
range of training and courses to improve the 
skills of the area’s workforce. This would 
increase the number of businesses that choose 
to expand or move 
to the area. 

The new learn¬ 
ing campus would 
provide 14,000 
spaces to provide 
education to 14- 
19-year-olds. It is

would be run at the centre. 

Originally the campus was hoped to be com¬ 
pleted by 2011 with South Kent College (SKC) 
expected to move into the building. 

But SKC, which runs campuses in Dover, 
Folkestone and Jemmet Road, Ashford, has 
failed to reach standards set by the education 
inspectorate Ofsted. The Learning Skills 
Council - which provides funding - has 
ordered SKC to merge with two other colleges. 

On August 28 council officials were given a 
presentation by the two rival colleges bidding 
to merge with SKC; West Kent College and 
Sussex Downs.

Guru to talk 
on concept of 
shared space

THE man behind the 
town’s new-look streets 
will be giving a talk high¬ 
lighting the benefits of the 
shared space philosophy on 
September 11. 

Ben Hamilton-Baille is described as 
one of the gums of the concept. The 
scheme has seen the substantial 
redesign of streets, including the 
controversial two-way ring road and 
improvements to Bank Street. 

The £15.6 million Ashford scheme 
will be the largest in the country 
when it is completed in October. 

Mr Hamilton-Baille was initially 
consulted on the design brief for the 
town’s scheme which has caused 
major disruption to the town’s roads 
over the last two years. 

The shared-space idea began in 
Europe and has been used in other 
towns including areas of the London 
borough of Kensington and Chelsea 
where it been seen as a success. 

It aims to give all users of the 
streets equal rights meaning that 
pedestrians, bicycles, motorbikes and 
cars mix with one another. Old-style 
street furniture such as barriers at 
pedestrian crossings and lampposts 


are removed to open up the area. 

The designers say the project will 
make the town centre more civilised 
and with new street cafes and shops, 
facing onto the new streets. 

They say the old one-way ring road 
cut off the town centre and fast-moving 
traffic intimidated pedestrians and 
made the town centre inward facing. 

Bank Street, one of the first parts to 
be completed, has recently seen the 
return of buses using the route 
through the town. Artists have 
designed some of the new seating 
and the lighting of the area to change 
the atmosphere. 

A new 20mph speed zone for all 
traffic will be put in place, aimed at 
improving safety for road users. 

Mr Hamilton-Baillie is an advisory 
expert on shared space for five 
European countries and has devel¬ 
oped practical projects to explore inno¬ 
vative street design. He is also consult¬ 
ant to English Heritage. 

The event is being staged by the 
Institute of Civil Engineers which pro¬ 
motes best practice in the industry. 

The changes to Ashford’s roads sys¬ 
tem are being mainly funded by the 
Department for Communities and 
Local Government. 

The talk is open to members of the 
public and will be held at St Mary’s 
Church in the town centre. Guests are 
invited to come along at 6pm.

A MAN spent a night under armed 
police guard at the William Harvey 
Hospital after an alleged attack on 
two men at their home just outside 
of Ashford. 

Firearms officers were called to the scene 
after reports that a man involved in the attack 
had a gun. 

The incident happened at 2.30pm at a house 
near the cross road junction of Smeeth and 
Evegate on the A20. 

Police were first called after three cars were 
involved in a crash near the address. 

When they arrived they called in support after 
allegations of a fight between a group of men at 
the roadside. 

They carried out an extensive search of the 
area with police dogs, scene of crime officers and 
a helicopter from Surrey police. 

That evening officers arrested three men at 


an address in St John Moore Avenue in Hythe. 

One man was treated by ambulance crews at 
the scene of the fight. The other sustained a 
serious injury and was taken to hospital. He 
was discharged the next day. 

The accident led to long delays for drivers 
while scene of crime officers searched the area 
for evidence. 

It is alleged that the two men assaulted David 
Brown and his son Damian following a dispute 
over a Ferrari car. 

Police say they have impounded vehicles 
and are carrying on their investigations into 
the case. 

DI Julien Lawton from Ashford police said: 
“Some officers involved in this search were 


armed but no shots were fired. 

“I apologise for any inconvenience that road 
closures and subsequent hold ups have caused, 
however safety of the members of the public 
was paramount during this incident.” 

Two men have appeared at Ashford 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Myles Yamey, 35, of North Road, Hythe, and 
Steven McIntosh, 40, from Bindon Blood Road, 
Dover, have been charged with affray and actu¬ 
al bodily harm. 

Yamey was charged with a further offence of 
possession of an imitation firearm with intent to 
cause fear or violence. 

They were bailed pending further enquiries 
until October 2. 


Man in van 
flashed to 
stalk victim 

A MAN who drove a van repeatedly past 
a woman’s house has pleaded guilty to 
exposure at Ashford magistrates court. 

David Gurr, 25, from Cressfield, Ashford 
had approached a woman, who cannot 
be named, while she was smoking outside 
her house in August last year. 

He was driving a white Transit van and 
initially asked the woman if she lived in 
the area. 

He then entered into a conversation 
with the woman while sitting in the van at 
the roadside. During the conversation he 
then exposed himself to the woman by 
pulling down his shorts. 

Bob Morris, speaking for the prosecu¬ 
tion, told the court that Gurr had said 
to the woman: “I feel homy, you can have 
some of this.” 

He also asked the woman if she was 
wearing a thong. 

He then drove off but the woman failed 
to get the vehicle’s registration. The 
woman then noticed Gurr driving down 
the road the next day. 

This time he was in a blue van with 
another man and waved at the woman as 
he drove past. 

He then appeared again the next day 
driving the white van driving in both 
directions on the road. 

This time the woman saw Gurr from 
inside her home and was able to get the 
vehicle registration which enabled police 
to trace the driver. 

The court heard that Gurr had two pre¬ 
vious convictions for similar offences. 

Chair of the magistrates Miss Diana 
Showan told Gurr that he could face a 
possible jail term because of his previous 
record. 

She said: ‘You targeted the victim 
because you went on that road again.” 

Mr Gurr was released on unconditional 
bail. The case was adjourned until 
September 23 for sentencing while 
probation officers prepare a report.

PLANS to build an industrial park 
in Waterbrook have failed to get 
the backing of Ashford council. 

The development would cover a 48-hectare 
site include Industrial units, offices, warehous¬ 
es and a 60 bedroom hotel as well as a petrol 
station. 

The history of the application dates back to 
June 2006, when GSE Waterbrook Ltd made 
its first application. The council had decided 
that it might support the proposals if al06 
agreements could be made, meaning the devel¬ 
opers would make a contribution towards 
other improvements needed in the area. 

However, no agreement was made and the 
planning process had lapsed. 

The developers later made an appeal to the 
planning inspectorate who decided that a local 
public planning enquiry should be held to 
decide the issue. 

Council planners met on August 27 to decide 
its stance on the application after a number of 
alterations had been made. 

Since the original application, the council’s 
Core Strategy for the area has changed. The 
planning officer said the scheme no longer fits 
it long-term vision for the area. 

Waterbrook and Sevington are seen as 
key areas for the town’s expansion to the 
south east. The council wants to build more 
than 4,000 homes and create nearly 1,500 
jobs by 2021. Changes in the planning reg¬ 
ulations from Government mean that the 
area has to be developed in a mix of homes 
businesses and shops to create sustainable 


communities rather than an industrial 
park of large buildings. 

They also say the current proposals do not 
support some of its future transport plans 
such as a Park and ride scheme, Smartlink 
bus service designed to link outer parts of 
the town with the centre and cycling routes 
and walkways. 


A spokesman for Ashford council said: 
“The Planning Committee determined 
that, if it had jurisdiction to do so, it would 
refuse this application either as originally 
submitted or as proposed to be amended in 
August 2008.” 

The local public planning enquiry is due to 
start on October 6 and run for two weeks. 



Putting breaks on mini moto nuisance 


POLICE have cracked down on 
the youths riding mini moto 
bikes in Kennington. 

They confiscated one machine 
after community officers carried 
out an evidence gathering exer¬ 
cise in the area. 

On August 27 they issued a 
warning to a youth seen riding a 
bike that it would be seized if he 
was seen riding it again. 

Mini motos are smaller ver¬ 
sions of full-size bikes aimed at 


children. Their high-pitched 
engines can cause a nuisance in 
urban areas. 

Two days later the bike was 
seen again by PCSO Stuart 
Manning. Despite the youth’s 
protests, the mini moto was 
seized and will be destroyed. 

PC Steve Gamble said: “This 
sends out a strong message that 
anti social use of these bikes will 
be dealt with firmly. 

“Kent Police will take action 


when residents have their peace 
and quiet disturbed by these 
bikes. Some of these them are 
worth hundreds of pounds and 
offenders risk having them 
seized and possibly destroyed. 

“Offenders caught using these 
machines on public roads can 
also be prosecuted and face los¬ 
ing their driving license. The 
obvious repercussions of this 
means it could be a very costly 
bit of fun.”

ORGANISERS of celebrations to 
mark the 30th anniversary of the 
North Downs Way say they are 
desperate for volunteers to help 
them beat the simultaneous 
world cartwheeling record. 

Tony Gowers, national trail officer for the 
North Downs Way, said: “We need more peo¬ 
ple to register for the attempt. We were hop¬ 
ing to get as many school children as we can 
but many have been away on their holidays.” 

The current number for the record stands 
at 478 so anyone who thinks they are able to 
take part will be welcomed. 

People have used the North Downs Way for 
thousands of years but it was not until 
1978 that the route was officially named a 
national trail. 

Mr Gowers said: “These are ancient track 
ways that have been used for years and 
years. The creation of National Trails goes 
back to just after World War Two. The 
Pennine Way was the first one up to that 
time. Before then many people on these old 
routes were actually trespassing.” 

The walk starts in Farnham in Surrey and 


travels 153 miles along the chalk ridge 
through the Surrey Hills and the Kent Downs. 

Near Ashford, the route splits with one 
path carrying on to Dover and the other 
heading to Canterbury. The routes have been 
used by pilgrims making the way to 
Canterbury and for trade down to the ports 
on the south coast of Kent. 

The path includes two areas of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty and attracts 
visitors from around the world. 

Mr Gowers said: “We carried out a survey a 
few years ago and we estimated that around 
300,000 people use the route each year. We 
get many visitors from France and Belgium 
who enjoy the walk. 

“You get marvellous views to the south over 
the Weald of Kent, Hastings and even across 
the channel to France.” 

The event will be held on September 13 at 
the Withersdane Hall in Wye. The hall is part 
of Imperial College’s campus in the village 
close to the North Downs Way. 

Guided walks, archaeological talks, live 
music and storytelling will also be part of the 
party. There will be a giant birthday cake and 
an attempt will also be made to break the most 
snails on a face record which stands at 15.

Q did you think of Delia's last series of cooking shows 
using frozen veg and oven chips? 

A Delia Smith has done a tremendous 
amount to raise interest and create enthu¬ 
siasm in cooking.

After all everyone has convenience foods in 
the fridge or cupboard at home, don’t they?

Rocket man aims 
to cross Channel

ROCKET man Yves Rossy will 
attempt to make history this 
month when he launches himself 
across the Channel. 

The Swiss national is aiming to be the first 
person to complete a jet-propelled flight from 
Calais to Dover on Wednesday, September 24. 

Rossy, who celebrated his 49th birthday last 
Wednesday, completed a test flight at the end 
of last month with an eight-foot carbon-fibre 
wing powered by four engines. 

He flew for more than 22 miles - the equiv¬ 
alent of a cross-Channel trip. 

Afterwards Rossy said: “Everything went 
well. It was awesome. 

“It’s my longest flight with this wing. If there 
are no technical problems it will be OK for the 
English Channel. 

“I did the distance. Everything is going 
swimmingly.” 

Ross/s stunt will mark 99 years since Louis 
Bleriot became the first man to cross the 
Channel in an aircraft. 

It will be broadcast five in 165 countries by 
the National Geographic Channel and will 
also be on website www.natgeotv.com. 

Rossy, who is nicknamed FusionMan, said: 
“My flight will be a tribute to all those who 
came before me, many of whom were killed.” 

The test flight on August 20 saw the former 
commercial and fighter pilot leap from a small 
plane 7,500ft above the town of Bex, in 
Switzerland. 

Despite having to postpone the jump several 
times because of “electronic interference prob¬ 
lems”, Rossy reached speeds of 180mph as he 
flew to Villeneuve and back wearing a heat- 
resistant suit similar to those worn by racing 


drivers. He was able to alter direction in the 
sky by shifting his weight or simply turning 
his head and shoulders. 

When he had reached his destination of Bex 
airfield, he released two parachutes at 5,000ft 
and 4,000ft to land safely and with two litres 
of fuel remaining. 

Bossy’s planned Channel crossing came as 
news to Dover Coastguard, although a 
spokesman said it was not a legal requirement 
for the rocketeer to contact them. 

She added: “It’s something we would like to 
be told about, but we are in the dark at the 


moment. For instance we would like to know if 
he will be in communication with somebody 
during the flight. 

“It’s not the sort of thing you can just go 
ahead and do. He will have to obey the rules of 
the Dover Straits, of which there are many.” 

Rossy staged his first public flight in May, 
when he wowed crowds with an acrobatic dis¬ 
play above the Alps. He later admitted a 360- 
degree flip was to “impress the girls”.

ENTREPRENEURS and busi¬ 
nesses in Kent with products or 
technologies that could help pre¬ 
vent the spread of superbugs have 
been invited to take part in a new 
programme by the NHS. 

NHS Innovations South East, which helps 
health service inventors promote their 
ideas, said it believed industry could play an 
active role in helping combat the killer 
infections. 

It said automotive, IT, food and drink, engi¬ 
neering and manufacturing firms across the 
region could help the NHS beat the bugs. 

The Office for National Statistics announced 
on Thursday that the number of death certifi¬ 
cates in England and Wales mentioning 
Clostridium difficile (C diff) increased 28 per 
cent in 2007. 

Deaths from the superbug have risen year 
on year since 1999, the authority found. 


KOS Media has been running a 
hand hygiene campaign highlight¬ 
ing that simply washing your 
hands can help stop the spread of 
superbugs. 

We have been working with the 
NHS to raise awareness about how 
infections spread and good control 
and prevention methods. 

Reducing healthcare-associated 
infections (HCAIs) like C diff and 
MRSA is one of the top priorities for 
the NHS and the Department of 
Health believes new technologies and equip¬ 
ment, as well as good hygiene practices, can 
help it achieve its targets more quickly. 

Jo James, chief executive of the Kent Invicta 
Chamber of Commerce, said: “My initial view 
is that MRSA and C diff are problems that 
they [the NHS] have not managed to find a 
solution to yet and they are growing problems. 

“Why not look to industry where there is a 
wealth of experience and call on the experi¬ 
ence that is out there? It is not just a hospital 
problem; it is a problem that affects us all. 

“There are so many industries...where they 


have got lots of things already there 
and a huge amount of experts dealing 
with the problem [of infection control 
and prevention]. 

“I think it is a great initiative to look 
outside and look for help and pull the 
resources to combat superbugs.” 

The chamber is an independent body 
that was set up to support business 
growth and enterprise in Kent. 

NHS Innovation South East is one 
of nine hubs across the country. The 
Smart Solutions scheme is being run 
nationally by NHS Innovations North West. 

Brian Griffiths, the project director, said: 
“Our aim is to find the most effective solutions 
to control HCAIs and we are keeping an open 
mind as to where these could come from. 

“Whether it is a product from a medical 
company, something developed for a 
completely different purpose or even an idea 
from an inventor in the spare room, we will 
assess its potential.” 

Dr Sara Mumford, director of infection 
prevention and control at Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, said: “This

New bus posters part of 
drink drive crackdown 


HARD-hitting posters are 
being carried on buses across 
the county highlighting the 
dangers of drink driving. 

Kent Highway Services’ 
‘drinking and driving wrecks 
lives’ campaign has gone out 
across 72 Stagecoach buses, cov¬ 
ering Maidstone, Ashford, Dover, 
Thanet, Canterbury Folkestone, 
Dartford, Gravesend and 
Tunbridge Wells. 

KHS’ road safety chief 
Anne-Marie Penny said the 
posters were being run to 
remind drivers that drink 


driving is dangerous all year 
round, not just at Christmas. 

She said: “Drink-driving 
wrecks lives all year-round 
and drivers need to realise 
that it’s just as dangerous in 
the summer as it is at 
Christmas. 

“You don't have to be drunk 
to be dangerous - even one 
drink can affect your judge¬ 
ment and reactions. 

“By using these bus posters, 
we can reach more drivers 
than a static poster could and 
it’s vital that we get our mes¬ 


sage out there to try and pre¬ 
vent needless tragedies 
caused by drink driving.” 

Kent police figures reveal a 
total of 250 motorists are 
arrested every month on the 
county’s road for drink driv¬ 
ing offences. 

Drivers caught under the 
influence of alcohol or drugs 
will be given a mandatory 
ban, a fine of up to £5,000 or 
a possible prison sentence. 

The poster campaign will 
run across Kent until 
September 29.

History of slavery 
on the curriculum 



THE slave trade is to become a compul¬ 
sory part of secondary school history 
classes from September. 

Britain’s involvement in 
slavery will join other 
mandatory topics such 
as the two world wars 
and the Holocaust. 

Pupils will learn how 
the trade affected the 
industrial revolution, the 
development of trade, and colonialism, 
and how slavery was abolished. 

The long-term impact of slavery, 
including the civil rights movement, will 
also be studied, with ministers hoping 
this will improve children’s understand¬ 
ing of the make-up of modem Britain. 

Children’s Minister Kevin Brennan 
said: “Although we may sometimes be 
ashamed to admit it, the slave trade is 
an integral part of British history. 

“It is inextricably linked to trade, 
colonisation, industrialisation and the 
British empire. 

“It is important that children learn 
about this and the links to wider world 
history, such as the American civil rights 
movement, the repercussions of which 
are still being felt today. 

“That is why the slave trade will join 
the British empire, two world wars and 
the Holocaust as compulsory parts of the 
secondary school history curriculum 
from this month.” 

The curriculum has been developed 
with the assistance of the 
Understanding Slavery Initiative, which 
encourages teachers, educators and 
young people to examine the history and 
legacy of the transatlantic slave trade 
through museum artefacts.

Heads return papers in 
SATS marking fiasco 



TESTING TIMES: Primary school headteachers have returned thousands of SATS papers on behalf of pupils

THOUSANDS of SATS exam 
papers are to be marked again in 
the wake of complaints from head¬ 
teachers highlighting inconsistent 
scoring and clerical errors. 

Many papers are being reassessed at the 
request of schools as many heads take issue 
with the quality of this year’s marking, which 
was handled by ETS Europe. 

Lisa Evans, head of Graveney Primary 
School, said her school’s reports were late out 
this year as they were forced to wait for key 
stage two papers to be returned. 

She said: “I have sent four papers back, one 
with clerical errors on a maths paper and the 
others for inconsistent marking. 

“I am absolutely appalled with the whole sys¬ 
tem considering the importance placed on 
these exams by the Government. The pressure 
my pupils have to go through to sit these 
exams then to find that many of the papers 
have been inaccurately marked makes a mock¬ 
ery of the system. 

“I would like to see these exams scrapped, as 
has already happened in Wales and Scotland, 
and replaced by a more reliable assessment 
system undertaken by professionals. 

Brenda Windsor, of Hemhill Primary, said 
the school only received its results very late in 
the year and it had been ‘Very stressful”. 

She said: “We received our scripts and results 
on July 15, obviously putting pressure on staff 
to go through the papers to check for accuracy 
and consistency at an incredibly busy time of 
year. 

“We delayed sending out the school reports in 
the hope the results might turn up and be sent 
out with them as usual, but had to eventually 


include a note to let parents know they would 
be sent out as soon as we had them. 

“Despite having limited time, we have been 
through all the papers and found some inaccu¬ 
racies, but only one which we believe has 
changed the levels. That script has been 
returned for remarking.” 

The five-year contract to administer the 
SATS tests, awarded to American-backed com¬ 
pany ETS Europe, has been scrapped as a 
result of widespread condemnation. 

The reassessments will be handled by The 
National Assessment Agency, with help from 
the company previously contracted to conduct 


the tests, Edexcel. David Gee, managing direc¬ 
tor of NAA, said: “Following the delays and 
data entry problems experienced earlier this 
year, it is crucial that the reviews process is 
robust, effective and retains the confidence of 
schools in the outcomes of the tests. 

“If schools have evidence that the marking 
scheme has been misapplied, they should 
apply for a review and the NAA will ensure the 
application is properly evaluated and, where 
necessary, scripts remarked.” 

Schools have until September 10 - ten days 
after they return from summer holidays - to 
appeal against the marking of SATS papers.

BRITISH sport is rubbish, isn’t 
it?

“What do you think of British Sport?” 

The thing is, the cyclists, rowers, sailors, in 
fact, most of our medalists at the Beijing 
Games didn’t just suddenly appear and get 
lucky. They were already established in the top 
echelons of their sports along with swimmers, 
archers, squash players and many more. 

One of our biggest participation sports -

Championships, England topped the medal 
table with 12 golds, just under a third of those 
available from 38 events. A further 16 medals 
were split equally across silver and bronze. 

You didn't know? Can’t blame you, it isn’t 
even on the BBC Sport website. Reflect on 
those figures - the USA won only eight medals 
in total, just one of them gold.

Britons complete at the highest level in most 
sports, I doubt any other nation can boast the 
sheer variety of international top class com¬ 
petitors that we do. Sure, the Swiss will 
always beat us in Winter Sports (except the 
skeleton bob maybe, where Britain’s Kristian 
Bromley is the reigning World Cup, European 
and World Champion) but where are they 
when it comes to Rugby? 

The Germans undoubtedly have the upper 
hand in football post 1966, but when did they 
last win a cricket match against us? Russian 
golfers? Nope. Is there an Australian karate 
team? They didn’t win a medal. As for the 
Chinese - yes, they topped the Olympic table 
but name me one Chinese darts player, go on! 


Yet, somehow, we always return to our disap¬ 
pointments in football. Where did we go 
wrong? How do we improve? Not by passing 
stupid laws at grass roots level governing age 
groups. Next year, talented players who run 
rings around opponents of their own age won’t 
be able to move up and progress. 

Oh no, our dear FA have stipulated that they 
should remain in their own age group and 
stagnate, get bored and then probably give up 
altogether. Way to go. Apt name, FA. Pretty 
much covers what our national team are like¬ 
ly to win. Perhaps Sir Clive Woodward can 
take over from Brian Barwick, assuming the 
British Olympic Association will release him. 

Still, don’t despair BritSport fans, next time 
we don’t make it to the footie finals, there’s 
sure to be a pentahlete, triathlete or horse 
rider winning somewhere else. And with envi¬ 
ronmental and petrol issues continuing, the 
national sport will be cycling by 2012!

IN Ocracoke harbour, the pelicans 
perch on wooden mooring posts in 
the setting sun, as though to wel¬ 
come the fishing boats back after a 
long day out at sea. 

And they couldn’t have found a better - or 
more secluded - place to rest. 

Ocracoke, one of the narrow sandbar islands 
that runs down the coast of North Carolina, 
was for years one of America’s best-kept 
secrets. In 2007, however, it was thrown into 
the global spotlight when its virgin beach beat 
more than 650 sandy havens to be named the 
best in the United States. 

It was the first time a beach outside of the 
more popular sunspots Hawaii and Florida 
had been chosen, and sitting on the warm 
white sand I could easily see why. 

Ocracoke island boasts 15 miles of uninter¬ 
rupted, undeveloped, pristine beach, with gen¬ 
tly sloping sand-dunes and spectacular views 
stretching out over the Atlantic. There are 
none of the oversized chain hotels, beach bars, 
or banana boats of built-up resorts. Ocracoke 
defines understatement and simplicity. 

US beach expert Stephen Leatherman 
(fondly known as Dr Beach) selected Ocracoke 
Lifeguarded Beach on the basis of 50 criteria, 
ranging from sand quality and colour, to wave 
size and even traffic. 

There certainly aren’t many cars in 
Ocracoke, mainly because the island has only

700 residents and because its location, 26 
miles from the mainland, means many visitors 
fly into this unspoilt paradise instead of strug¬ 
gling with the three-hour car ferry. But the 
journey is well worth it for those seeking a real 
American treasure. 

Besides its beach, the island, and the sur¬ 
rounding Outer Banks boast some of the most 
extraordinary history, set in a carefully pre¬ 
served landscape. 

One exciting way to explore is by kayak. 
Ride The Wind surf shop, in the centre of 
Ocracoke’s snug historic town, offers guided 
eco tours. The kayak tour, led by friendly 
Ocracoker Bob Chestnut, took us away from 
the ocean and up some of the island’s natural 


inlets too, where we found oysters, hermit 
crabs, turtles and even a sea snake darting 
among the reedbeds. 

To give ourselves some geographical per¬ 
spective, we headed to the historic town of 
Beaufort on the mainland, which lies at the 
heart of North Carolina’s Crystal Coast. 

From Beaufort, it’s easy to take day trips to 
other sandbar islands, which make up the 
Outer Banks, and one of the most spectacular 
is Cape Lookout. Its lighthouse, with its large 
black and white diamond pattern, is an icon. 

And as the sun glinted off the Atlantic at the 
end of another beautiful day on the Outer 
Banks, it was easy to see why North Carolina 
is so justifiably proud of its unique coastline.

Swap the headache of 
selling for a new home 

PART exchange can be a useful way to 
move and escape the hassle of selling. 

Houses are selling but buyers must be 
sensible with the price. But new 
builders, who are under huge pressure to 
sell, have some spectacular deals on offer 
for existing owners. 

Redrow is one of several builders who 
will buy a customer’s current house (sub¬ 
ject to criteria) and effectively ‘swap’ it 
for a new home; meaning a guaranteed, 
quick and easy sale, minus the worry of 
being stuck in a housing chain that’s 
going nowhere or might even collapse. 

Beryl Williams, of Redrow Homes, 
says: “According to the Royal Institute of 
Chartered Surveyors (RICS), the num¬ 
ber of housing transactions hit an all- 
time low in June, but why worry about 
selling your existing home when Redrow 
can do it for you? 

“Some people are reluctant to put their 
existing property on the market in the 
first place because they think they won’t 
find a buyer.” 

Part exchange also removes the threat 
of being ‘gazundered’ - a trend that has¬ 
n’t really surfaced since the 90s but is 
now increasing - where a buyer substan¬ 
tially lowers their offer just days before 
the exchange and the seller must either 
accept the lower figure, or reject it and 
start the entire process all over again. 

Students are a good 
bet for making profit 

KENT’S university centres are a better 
investment bet for buy-to-let landlords, 
according to a new poll. 

As the property market has slowed, 
rental properties have become even 
more important, with student accommo¬ 
dation remaining a strong performer. 

Rental yields from student accommo¬ 
dation in university towns and cities 
should continue to outstrip those 
achieved from buy-to-let properties 
without, according to industry research 
by headlineproperty.co.uk website. 

They carried out the survey after esti¬ 
mates emerged which suggested that 
landlords offering student accommoda¬ 
tion in university towns often benefit 
from annual rental yields which are one 
or two percentage points (sometimes 
more) higher. 

The main reason for this is the fact 
that, as the numbers of those making 
the move into higher education contin¬ 
ues to rise, so demand for student accom¬ 
modation itself could only go one way in 
the years ahead. 


Moving may not be 
your best option 

MAKING the most of your existing 
home is an increasingly popular 
option as the housing market slows 
to a crawl. 

Extending or remodelling your home can 
give you the extra space and will increase its 
value when the market picks up again. 

But before you start, the organisers of The

save you time ... and money. 

Permitted development 

If your home has never been extended you 
could add 15 per cent to the volume of the 
house without needing permission. Visit 
www.planningportal.gov.uk and take advan¬ 
tage of their online volume calculator. 

Know the building regulations 

Even if you don’t need planning permission, 
you may need building regulations approval. 
If you are converting your loft, moving a bath 
or toilet, installing a green heating system, a 
flue or altering window openings, you will 
need to apply for approval. 

Think through your loft conversion 

To comply with building regulations to get an 
extra bedroom, the floor may need strength¬ 
ening and the roof will need at least 150mm 
of insulation, which will lower the ceiling. 
Don’t forget that accessing a habitable loft 
conversion requires a permanent staircase 
and this will need landing space. 

Beware of removing trees 

It is a criminal offence to cut down a tree 
which is protected by a Tree Preservation 
Order (TPO). Even if an extension doesn’t 
require planning permission, you cannot alter 
or even prune a tree that has a TPO on it 
without permission. 

The right to light 

When you apply for planning permission 
remember your neighbours might object if 
you cut sunlight to their home. This is more 
relevant to town centre homes. 

Conservation areas have different rules 

If your home is in a conservation area, or is a 
listed building, things are not so simple. Take 
the time to speak with your local council’s 
planning department before you start any¬ 
thing. It’s a criminal offence to alter a listed 
building. 


Know the Party Wall Act 

Any work you intend to carry out that is 
within three metres of your boundary wall 
will mean legally you must contact your 
neighbour. If you are digging a foundation, 
then anything under six metres from the wall 
means they must be consulted. 

Do your homework 

Do your research before you start to avoid 
any horrible surprises. Contact your local 


planning office or visit the government web¬ 
site www.planningportal.gov.uk/buildingwork.

Subaru might have responded by buying a 
diesel off the shelf, although this would have 
caused horrendous re-engineering for current 
models. 

Instead, the brand created something never 
seen before in the car market - a boxer diesel.

And what a lovely piece of work it is. 

In the rugged and high-riding Outback 
estate (from £23,665) tested here, it argues 
strongly against buying an SUV when you can 
have much of the rough ground performance 
and traction of such cars with all the comfort 
and convenience of a conventional estate. 

But the biggest benefit of all is the lower 
vibration and greater smoothness that the 
boxer layout brings to a diesel; it is an excep¬ 
tionally smooth 148bhp two-litre unit consider¬ 
ing the amount of punch low down the rev 
range and not only outperforms the 2.5-litre 
petrol alternative but should also average 
25-30 per cent better fuel consumption - 
although this is available only as an auto 
and the new diesel has yet to gain more than a 
five-speed manual T>ox. 

As expected, the Outback’s 4x4 layout offers 
incredible tenacity though a relatively softly- 
sprung suspension, which delivers such com¬ 
fort on and off-road, combined with the higher 
ride height, allows some heeling on the bends. 

The interior is tough and well-organised 
without the flashiness or flair of rivals and 
there is an endearing ‘retro-ness’.

Unfair VAT bills add 
extra costs to claim 

CLAIMING back unfair VAT bills could 
become even more of a burden. 

Under a proposed rule change, business¬ 
es are no longer entitled to claim costs at a 
tribunal, even if successful, according to 
leading accountancy firm Horwath Clark 
Whitehill. 

Robert Wame, a partner at the firm, 
which has offices in Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells, said the change proposed 
by the Ministry of Justice will have a par¬ 
ticularly severe impact on small and medi¬ 
um sized enterprises, which will be unwill¬ 
ing to invest time and money in the tribu¬ 
nal process if they cannot guarantee they 
will recoup the expense. 

They often receive inaccurate assess¬ 
ments for relatively small amounts and in 
the past have appealed on the basis they 
would recover costs if successful.

feeling crunched? A plan

BUSINESS plans are the most 
vital blueprints for survival a firm 
can have - but one in every four 
companies in Kent doesn’t have 
one, according to recent research. 

Almost three-quarters of county firms - 72 
per cent - believe a downturn in the UK econ¬ 
omy would have a negative impact on their 
business, as one would expect, but 33 per cent 
of those don’t have a business plan to help 
them ride out an economic storm. 

That’s the latest news from Business Link, 
which provides the information, advice and 
support businesses need to start, maintain 
and grow. 

It also found that more than two thirds of 
small and medium sized businesses (SMEs) 
interviewed for its quarterly South East 
Business Monitor expect economic conditions 
in the UK to get worse over the next year. 

With the housing market taking a hammer¬ 
ing, construction companies understandably 
believe an economic downturn would have a

negative effect on their business - with a 
quarter saying it would have a strong negative 
impact - but the business and financial serv¬ 
ices sectors are less likely to believe that. 

Business Link says only 62 per cent of those 
businesses - compared with 68 per cent across 
all industries - reckon their work would be hit 
hard by a downturn, possibly because they’re 
focused on business-to-business markets and 
don’t rely on the economic health of con¬ 
sumers. 

Business Link’s Bob Jones said: “Although 
not all businesses in Kent will be affected 
equally by the economic downturn, most are 
worried to some extent, so now is the time for 
them to take action. 

‘We work with more than 25,000 businesses 
and aspiring entrepreneurs across the county 
and our experience shows that growing com¬ 
panies are much more likely to take time out 
to plan for all eventualities. Those who plan 
should be better equipped to weather a storm. 


“There are steps that can be taken to make 
battling a downturn in the economy that bit 
easier. Having a sound business plan in place 
is an excellent start and can allow companies 
to plan for various scenarios. 

“You may need to think about improving 
cashflow, diversifying, exploring new markets, 
becoming more efficient, or focusing on your 
business’s unique selling point (USP) such as 
the quality of your customer service. 

“Even if you have a business plan, it is vital 
to review it. We have experienced advisers 
who can go through plans step-by-step - it’s a 
free service, you really have nothing to lose.” 

Companies can take immediate action by 
making sure sound credit control systems are 
in place. The average small firm is owed

“As an athlete it is nice to read the odd little 
message asking how I am doing, but the scale 
whilst the Olympics was going on was amaz¬ 
ing. I would like to say thank you to everyone 
in Ashford and the rest of the county who 


have been supporting me. I do feel I have let 
them all down really for not picking up a 
medal though.” 

Dobriskey still feels frustrated for missing 
the point to attack and finishing in fourth 
place in the final. The 24-year-old admitted 
she felt the occasion got to her when she stood 
on the start line. 


She said: “I have watched the race over 
about ten times and it is bit annoying really 
why I didn’t push at the point I should have. 
There are lots of ifs and huts but that is sport 
but I will have to build on this experience.” 

Dobriskey got back to winning ways on 
Sunday with a comfortable win at the British 
Grand Prix at Gateshead.
